REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


The  records  of  1895-6  show  some  encouraging  features, 
when  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  ye'ar.  In  1894-5 
the  subscription  list,  for  some  reason,  suffered  a loss  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  season,  and  the  year  closed  with  a considerably 
smaller  number  of  subscribers  than  at  the  end  of  May,  1894. 
This  year  there  has  been  no  such  loss,  and  the  number,  at  the 
last  count  in  May,  stood  slightly  higher  than  at  the  end  of  May, 
1895,  making  a small  actual,  and  a large  comparative,  gain.  The 
number  of  annual  subscribers  remains  comparatively  large, 
causing  less  fluctuation  between  summer  and  winter. 

The  rule  adopted  last  November,  reserving  the  use  of  the 
library  for  shareholders  and  subscribers,  I believe  has  been 
proved  to  be  a wise  one,  securing  to'  members  greater  quiet  and 
more  certainty  of  obtaining  seats  at  the  reading  room  tables,  and 
the  use  of  the  periodicals.  It  is  probable,  also,  that  it  has  had  a 
good  effect  on  the  subscription  list.  This  rule,  while  it  has 
been  applied  to  those  who  wished  to  make  regular  use  of  the 
library,  has  not  been  interpreted  to  exclude  occasional  visitors 
who  were  seeking  for  information  that  might  be  found  in  one  of 
the  works  of  reference. 

Some  gain  has  been  noted  during  the  year  in  the  use  of 
books  in  certain  branches  of  study.  Education  and  psychology 
may  be  specially  mentioned.  The  proportion  of  fiction  remains 
large,  which  may  always  be  expected  in  a general  library.  The 
circulation  table,  however,  does  not  by  any  means  indicate  the 
proportion  of  the  books  of  this  class  on  the  shelves.  Other 
classes  are  well  represented  there ; and  in  the  lists  of  new  books 
that  are  recommended  for  purchase,  while  the  desire  for  rec- 
reative reading  is  not  forgotten,  care  is  taken  to  provide,  as  far 
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as  possible,  for  the  needs  of  students  and  those  who  are  reading 
for  information.  A great  deal  of  such  reading  is  done  in  the 
library,  for  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  give  statistics. 

Donations  have  been  numerous,  many  of  them  useful,  and 
some  of  considerable  value. 

A much  smaller  number  of  books  is  reported  as  worn  out, 
defective,  etc.,  this  year  than  last,  owing  to  the  superior  dur- 
ability of  the  binding  that  has  been  done  for  the  library. 

The  attempt  made  recently  to  interest  the  citizens  of  Harlem 
in  the  library  by  sending  out  circulars  setting  forth  its  character 
and  resources,  etc. , has  not  met  with  very  great  success,  as  far  as 
appears ; though  possibly  a few  new  subscriptions  have  been 
obtained  in  that  way.  The  time  of  the  year,  however,  was  not 
the  most  favorable  for  such  an  experiment. 

The  growth  of  the  membership  of  this  library  has  probably 
been  somewhat  retarded  by  the  presence  of  a free  library  in  the 
vicinity ; but  recent  experience  would  seem  to  show  that  The 
Harlem  library  is  holding  its  own,  and  that  a subscription 
library  may  expect  steady  patronage  if  the  wants  of  its  members 
are  studied  and  an  effort  made  to  supply  them.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Harlem  Library : 

The  following  is  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Library , being  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1899: 

Although  the  history  of  the  Library  for  the  year 
shows  no  events  of  great  importance,  yet  a review  of 
the  work  enables  us  to  define  more  clearly  than  before 
our  needs  and  to  express  our  hopes  for  the  future. 

The  circulation  for  the  nine  months  of  the  preced- 
ing year,  being  the  first  nine  months  after  the  Library 
was  made  free,  was  102,189  volumes.  The  circulation 
for  the  corresponding  period  covered  by  this  report  was 
101,197  volumes.  The  circulation  for  the  entire  year 
from  June  1,  1898,  to  May  31,  1899,  was  128,207 
volumes. 

Owing  to  the  limited  sum*bf  money  at  our  disposal, 
enlargement  in  the  facilities  of  the  Library  necessarily 
has  been  curtailed.  But  the  work  of  organization  in 
general  has  been  carried  forward  according  to  the 
plans  outlined  in  my  report  of  1898.  The  work  of 
classifying,  cataloging  and  shelf- listing  has  progressed 
steadily  and  with  reasonable  rapidity.  The  works  of 
fiction,  which  were  placed  according  to  titles,  have 
been  book-plated,  pocket£3f)@|fJid  and  arranged  by 
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authors,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  government 
documents  and  those  volumes  shelved  in  the  reading 
and  reference  rooms  the  Library  is  now  accessioned. 
The  use  by  the  public  of  the  card  catalog  shows  a 
marked  increase,  and  there  has  been  a much  greater 
use  of  the  volumes  which  have  been  classified.  This 
is  especially  to  be  observed  in  the  department  of 
biography.  These  facts  are  noteworthy  and  encourag- 
ing, and  afford  a justification  of  the  changes  which  the 
Trustees  authorized.  They  make  it  plain  also,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  present  circumstances  of  the  Library, 
that  its  most  urgent  needs  are  being  met  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  and  that  in  its  present  condition  its  resources 
may  be  more  fully  enjoyed  by  the  public. 

During  the  first  year,  as  a Free  Library,  it  was  felt 
impracticable  to  allow  the  public  access  to  the  shelves  ; 
but  on  September  i,  1898,  this  restriction  was  with- 
drawn and  the  entire  Library  was  made  free  to  the 
public.  This  change  has  been  much  appreciated,  and 
has  proved  advantageous  to  both  the  Library  staff  and 
the  readers. 

The  insufficiency  of  funds  has  been  felt  especially 
in  two  lines  of  the  work — i.  e.f  the  rebinding  of  old 
and  the  purchase  of  new  books.  There  are  now  about 
850  volumes  which  have  been  necessarily  withdrawn 
from  circulation  until  they  shall  be  rebound.  The 
majority  of  these  are  in  constant  demand,  and  it  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  they  cannot  be  used. 

It  is  to  be  deplored,  also,  that  the  Library  has  fallen 
behind  in  the  purchase  of  current  literature,  of  all 
classes.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  some 
of  this  deficiency  may  be  made  good. 
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There  have  been  added  to  the  Library,  by  pur-^ 
chase,  709  volumes.  259  bound  volumes  and  290 
pamphlets  have  been  received  by  gift. 

The  reading  room  is  very  largely  used,  and,  as 
now  arranged,  it  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  calls 
made  upon  it.  Its  facilities  can  be  greatly  increased 
in  ways  already  suggested  to  the  Trustees,  and,  it  is 
believed,  without  heavy  expense. 

One  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  Library  is 
larger  and  better  provision  for  the  children.  They 
form  a large  proportion  of  the  membership  of  the 
Library,  but  the  facilities  for  meeting  their  require- 
ments are  very  poor.  Children  fill  the  reading  and 
reference  rooms  and  crowd  out  the  older  members  of 
the  Library.  There  should  be  some  place  set  apart 
where  the  juvenile  literature  can  be  shelved  and  where 
the  children  can  read,  with  one  attendant  in  charge. 
If  better  quarters  were  obtained  for  them,  the  entire 
Library  would  be  relieved  ; best  of  all,  the  children 
themselves  would  be  more  happily  situated.  For  the 
Library  to  do  its  best  work,  some  such  change  is 
essential.

Of  the  balance  on  hand,  $930.19  is  on  deposit  at 
the  Twelfth  Ward  Bank,  and  $21.89  is  in  currency  in 
the  cash  drawer. 
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There  is  no  floating  debt  against  the  library,  with 
the  exception  of  the  past  month’s  bills,  amounting  to 
about  $60,  and  bill  of  W.  H.  Borman  for  plumbing, 
etc.,  amounting  to  $300.08,  which  bill  did  not  reach 
the  Treasurer  until  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

There  is  due  the  Library  from  the  City  $400  for 
the  appropriation  for  the  months  of  April  and  May, 
$200  of  which  sum  has  been  received  since  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  and  duly  deposited  in  the  Twelfth  Ward 
Bank.  There  is  also  due  the  Library  for  arrears  of 
rent  $360.

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Report  of  Building  Committee. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Harlem  Library: 

Your  Committee  reports  that  during  the  past  year 
the  rooms  in  the  upper  part  of  the  building  have  been 
very  fairly  rented,  producing  for  the  12  months  past 
$2,832.  The  expenses  for  the  same  time  have  been 
$1,458.90,  whereof  over  $300  was  for  repairs  and 
improvements  in  the  Library  Room  and  $572.56  was 
for  gas  for  the  entire  building,  including  the  Library 
Room. 

There  are  now  vacant  four  rooms.  During  the 
past  year  new  porcelain  tubs  have  been  put  in  the 
janitor’s  apartments  at  an  expense  of  $53.  A new  and 
complete  hot-water  supply  has  been  put  in  at  a cost  of 
$180,  which  will  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  tenants  and 
do  away  with  the  intense  heat  in  summer  in  the 
janitor’s  rooms,  as  well  as  reduce  the  cost  of  coal  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Trustees’  room  has  been  rented  for  $10  per 
month,  and  the  alterations  and  improvements  therein 
were  paid  for  by  the  tenant,  except  $15  allowed  by 
your  Committee  for  decorating  the  walls. 

The  worn-out  carpet  on  the  floor  of  the  Library 
has  been  replaced  by  linoleum  at  a total  cost  of 
$48.53,  and  some  changes  have  been  made  in  and 
around  the  Librarian’s  delivery  desk  at  a small  cost. 

By  a recent  order  of  the  Building  Department  we 
were  required  to  place  fire  escapes  on  both  the  front 
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and  rear  of  the  building;  but,  on  request  of  your  Com- 
mittee, a re-inspection  was  ordered  with  the  result  that 
the  order  was  vacated.  Your  Committee,  however, 
recommends  that  the  facilities  for  getting  on  the  roofs 
of  adjoining  buildings  in  case  of  fire  be  improved. 

Complaint  has  been  made  by  tenants  about  the 
worn  condition  of  the  carpets  on  the  stairs  and  halls, 
and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  money  will  be  re- 
quired to  be  spent  here  at  an  early  day. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  some  separate  place 
in  the  Library  be  provided  for  the  children.
